Chicago, June 13.—Chicago

the city’s history. 

Tonight 6,000 Chicago policemen 
were scouring tle city in what Chief 
of Police Morgan A. Collins described 
as # relentless and merciless drive on 
gangland and scores of suspects had 
taken into custody. ;' 

The policemen and the gangsters 
met on the southwest side and the 
pistol battlé followed a sixty-mile an 
hour automobile chase which ended 
when the gangsters’ car was wrecked 
and they tumbled from their machine 
with blazing guns. 

Policeman Declared Hero. 

The hero of the battle tonight was 
William Sweeney, a young police- 
man who escaped unhurt the fusil- 
lade of bullets that wounded or killed 
his three comrades, and then single 
handed killed one of the gangsters 
and caught the two others after 
wounding them. e

The apparatus was set up in the 
laboratory of the inventor in down- 
town Washington. On a small scréen 
the officials were able to see a small 
cross revolying in a beam of light, 
flashed across a light-sensitive cell in- 
stalled at a naval radio station sey- 
eral miles away. The object, while 
not perfectly eclear, was easily dis- 
tinguishable, witnesses said. 

Tffe invention was tried out suc 
cessfully two years ago, but the ac- 
tion pictures were recorded only in 
an adjoining room to that in which 
the “radio eye,” a revolving dise said 
to be the secret of the invention, was 
placed. 

The “radio eye.” consisting of a 
polished mirror of graduated . thick- 
ness and a number of smaller mir- 
rors, in ite revolution breaks up the 
image of the picture into thousands 
of flashes, reflecting’ them into a 
photo-electric cell.

CANTONESE TROOPS

Canton, June 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Following yesterday’s 
victory, thousands of Cantonese troops 
are pouring across the river in pur- 
suit of the fleeing Yunnanese, Several 
easualties resulted from yesterday’s 
fignting. 

The attacking Kwangtung and Can- 
tonese forces under bolshevik offi- 
cers imposed extreme cruelties on sol- 
diers and civilian population as well. 

The attacking forces landed 2,000 
soldiers at Tungshan and from fthat 
point they attacked, leaving the de- 
fending forces without river trans- 
port facilities and therefore unable to 
launch a counter-attack. 

After landing the Kwangtung 
troops geve the surrendering forces: 
no consideration, although the dé 
feated troops had voluntarily -given 
up their arms.

The 
most regolting scenes inside the city 
were cansed by the Kwantung troops.

Len thousand Cantonese troops are 
now on the Canfoh side of the river, 
all wearing red neckties. Their sue- 
cesa in capturing the city was attrib- 
uted to the leadership of Russian of- 
ficers.

The survey commission, appointed 
by the governor to make a careful 
suryey of the needs of state institu- 
tions, has completed its work and 
made its report and recommendations 
to the governor. It is known that this 
report includes recommendations of 
consolidations and redistributions of 
the state’s educational plant to. do 
away with overlapping and wasteful 
arrangemenis of the curricula of dif- 
ferent institutions. 

It is understood that recommenda- 
tions of this commission will not only 
be seht to all members of the legis- 
lature but that recommendations will 
form a large part of the basis for 
the governor's message to the legisla- 
ture. 

An important recommendation has 
been made by L. B. Jackson, director 
of the bureau of markets, in the de- 
partment of agriculture. In his an- 
mual report Mr. Jackson urges es- 
tablisiment of a number of state sales 
offices, in strategic cities in the 
United States and Cuba, with experi- 
enced salesmen in charge, to do 
nothing but seli and advertise Geor-. 
gia products. Mr. Jackson urges an 
additional appropriation of $100,000 
for this purpose, for enlargement of 
the eireulation of the market bulleti: 
and for employment of a freight an 
traffic expert to devote his time to 
securing most. advantageous freight 
rates possible for Georgia products. 

This program, resigned directly for 
the further distribution of Georgia 
agricultural products and offering a 
definiie plan as to how this may be 
done, is expected to get strong sup- 
port from the members of both houses.

June 13.—(By the ger 
ciated Press.)—Upon the speed of 
German broadcasting: plants in per- 
fecting their technical equipment will 
depend the prospects of American 
listeners in being able to pick up 
German Christmas carols in Decem- 
ber. Arrangements were concluded 
here yesterday between the Radio 
Corporation of / meriea and the gov- 
ernment, for the regular exchange of 
radio programs. 

The German government already 
has authorized the leading private 
plant in the country to enlarge the 
equipment so that the interchange of 
American and German’ programs in 
all probability will be initiated early 
next winter. The Américan corpora- 
tion will broadcast, from its new 
plant now in the course of erection 
in New Jersey, while the reciprocat- 
ing station in Germany will either 
be in Nauen or at Koenigswuster- 
hausen, in the outskirts of Berlin: 

The radio exchange agreement was 
concluded with the German minister 
of posts and telegraphs by Thomas 
N. Perkins, ehairman of the Com- 
mercial Radio International com- 
mittee, which has been in session 
in Berlin during the past week, and 
General James G. Harbors, of the 
Radio Corporation of America. 

Both Americans expressed pleasure 
with the promptness with which the 
negotiations were concluded and with 
the attitude of the German govern- 
ment toward the agreement. They 
are convinced that broadéasting 
the American and German 
stations will be facilitated without 
difficulty.

Despite Weevils 


Washington, June 13.—(By the A3- 
sociated Press.)\—Despite the boll 
weevil and negro labor migration, 
farm land values in the cotton belt 
have averaged an increase since 1923, 
L. CC. Gray, farm land values expert 
of the department of agriculture, de 
clared today. 

In fact, he asserted, during the 
heavy post-war deflation, land values 


in the cotton belt showed less loss! 


than ‘any other farming community 
and much less than the wheat belt 
As an illustration, he added, for the 
five-year period beginning with 1920 
land values’ in the United States as 
a whole decreased 30 per cent, in 
Iowa 3S per cent and in the cotton 
belt only 18.6 per cent. 

Since 1923, he said, these losser 
have been lessened with the United 
States as a whole showing a decrease 
of 5.3 per cent, lowa 11.8, while the 
cotton belt shows an actual increase 
of 7.3 per cent. 

By states, the statistics show that 
for the two-year period beginning 
with 1923. land values in Texus in- 
creased 13.6 per cent, Mississippi dc- 
creased 7.7 per cent, Alabama _  in- 
creased 7.7 per cent, Georgia de- 
creased 3.8 per cent, South Carolina 
increased 8. per cent and North 
Carolina showed no change. ; 

Although a greater number of ne- 
groes now re moving from the south 
to the north than from the north to 
the south, Dr. Gray declared this 
movement of negro labor does not ap» 
pear to curtail cotton acreage. As a 
matter of fact, he said in 1928, when 
the negro exodus from the south was 
at its peak, 36,000,000 acres of cot- 
ton were picked, which was‘ 2,000,000 
acres more than the average picked 
for the five previous years. 

During the period from 1909 to 
1913, when the movement of negro 
labor was virtually at a_ standstill, 
the average acrenge picked was 34,- 

000, while in 1923, when con- 
cern was expressed over negro migra- 
tion, 37,000,000 acres were picked, 
or 3,000,000 more than when negro 
labér was abundant. 


DISCOVERY OF STAR 
CONFIRMED IN REPORT 


Cambridge. Mass., June 13.—By the) 


Associated Press.)}—Confirmation of 
the discovery of a new star, Nova 
Pictoris,’ first seen in the southern 
sky May 25 by Watson, of South 
Africa, has been received at Harvard 
college observatory in a radiogram 
from the Argentine government ob- 
servatory at La Plata. 

The observations were made by Di- 
rector Hartmann and confirmed for 
the first time the report of the new 
star in the constellation of pictor 
three weeks ago. When discovered 
the star was visible to the naked eve. 
Nova Pictoris, reported to be of the 
Second magnitude, is a peculiar type 


~of variable, of which there have been 


very few reported. These flare into 
sudden brilliance and subsequently 
fade. Few are ever bright enough to

Synchronized Traffic. 


“T also think that the synchronized 
traffic light system now being install- 
ed also should be a great help in Ies- 
sening the number of accidents. In 
addition to placing signal lights at 
corners where we now have none, it 
will release traffic officers from duty 
in towers at other intersections, mak- 
ing them available for active street 
traffic duty.” 

The parking problem, always im- 
portant, is one of the most perplex- 
ing situations faced by the police de- 
partment at the present time, accord- 
ing to the chief.

Motors for Branch Lines.

Most 
large railroad systems have numer- 
ous branch lines that serve a small 
population and have but light traf- 
fic. Such lines cannot be abandon- 
ed and the service given up, because 
the very existence of the communi- 
ties depends upon the, railroad serv- 
ices. Yet the maintenance of regu- 
lar services by railroad trains over 
such branch lines involves expenses 
greater than the revenues received. 

Two possible changes may be 
made. In some instances it will be 
wise to maintain the branch line fail- 
road and stbstitute automobile rail- 
road ears for the carriage of freight 
and passengers and for the hauling 
of ecarload freight. The installation 
of gasoline cars, usvally with electric 
drive, is being made by some rail- 
roads upon branch lines with thin 
traffie. 

The other means of reducing the 
expense of branch lines services 
without lessening the amount of 
service rendered .is to substitute mo- 
tor trucks and peewee er ‘busses.

It is true that an in- 
crease of 5.94 per cent is not as great 
an increase as is expected for the year 
under the new rates and there is a 
very definite reason for this. The 
evidence from postmasters from all 
parts of the country was that the 
mailings for the period after the law 
was enacted and April 15, when it 
went into effect, were extraordinarily 
large. After such an extraordinary 
mailing it would be expected that the 
mailings for the following month or 
eo would fall off materially. ‘Under 
these circumstances a gajn of nearly

“Bach month from now on will be 
® better criterion. Not until the fall 
business opens in September and Oc- 
tober can we get the most reliable 
data as to what the new rates will 
roduce.

and in much the same terms, are ac- 
cepted, both by those who defend them 


and those who criticize them, as being 
extremely important: and, more spe- 
cifically, as defining, in a way never 
before defined, just what can be done 
legally by trade associations and what 
must not be done by them. 

The two associations were found to 
be legal and the @:tions brought by 
the department of justice against 
them, which the department had won 
in the lawer United States courts, 
were dismissed by the supreme court. 
The two associations are typical of 
scores, even hundreds, ofeother trade 
associations. Their broad purpose 
was to achieve the largest amount of 
cooperation and understanding among 
members of the same trade, but at the 
same time to guard themselves care- 
fully against such a clear violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act as would 
and did subject them to prosecution 
and as might land them in jail. 

Mutual Exchange. 

One or the other, or both, of these’ 
two associations, practiced as their 
steady functions the collection. and 
mutuai exchange of information about 
credits of persuvns buying from mem- 
bers of the associations; they prepar- 
ed and distributed among themselves 
freight rate books, giving the rate’ of 
freight on their products within the 
areas served by the several members 
of the trade; they exchanged infor- 
mation about the prices charged for 
their products in past transactions— 
refraining carefully from exchanging 
information about prices on future 
coutracts and from any apparent 
ayreement to maintain prices, They 
exchanzed information about stocks 
of material on hdnd. They excanged 
among themselves semi-monthly state- 
ments of shipments: about the number 
of empty bags on hand; abouc average 
manufacturing costs: average 
costs ; average cost of warehousing, in- 
surance and taxes. “All reports of 
sales and prices dealt exclusively with 
past and closed transactions.”

Economic Evolution. 


Tt was apparently the intention and 
effort of the majority of the justices 
to square the law with the facts of 
business and the trend of economic 
evolution. Justice Stone, in his opin- 
ion, said: “It is the consensus of opin- 
ion of economists and of many of the 
most important agencies of govern- 
ment that the public interest is serv- 
ed by the gathering and dissemination 
in the widest possible manner of in- 
formation with respect to the produc- 
tion and distribution, cost and prices, 
in actual sales of market commodi- 
ties, because the making available of 
such information tends to stabilize 
trede and industry, to produce fairer 
price levels and to’avoid the waste 
which inevitably attend the. unintel- 


prise. 

It is a fact that the trend of indus- 
trv is strongly toward mutual co- 
operation, and that the present ad- 
ministration has favored cooperation 
within limits that are proper and are 
short of actual price fixing or other 
forms of suppression of competition.

Doy they criticise their superiors? 
Does their courage wilt under adverse 
circumstances? No, it does not, for 
these soldiers of the Cross have the 
courage of the commonplace. They 
have the courage to do their duty in 
the every-day affairs of life, without 
the flying of flags or-the blare of 
trumpest or the plaudits of a nation. 
They have not the hope of earthly 
reward and I know none who have 
the fear of punishment. They know 
their salaries are pitifully small and 
often inadequate, except to those who 
have reached a high estate in the 
church. They know they can save 
nothing to care for them or their 
wives when the superannuate time ar- 
rives. They know that in the eve- 
ning of life they face an ungrateful 
membership so far as adequate pro- 
tection is concerned. They yield not 
a jot on questions of ‘principle to the 
most ‘powerful and recalcitrant lay- 
men. 

Yet it is these men, these soldiers 
of the Cross, these courageous, hum- 
ble leaders in the Christian life, these 
men who -would suffer even worse 
than death to them before they would 
sacrifice a principle, whom this bish- 
op calls a subservient ministry. It is 
these men whom the laymen follow 
gladly and blindly in spiritual mat- 
ters whom it is now sought to array 
against the laymen.

Is there a question of principle in- 

volved in unification? Is the question 

not merely one of desire, of choice or 
of expediency or of policy? 
Rise in Defense. 


Let me tell you of a preacher ‘who 
is for unification but who will vote 
against the addption of this plan be- 
cause he believes 74 per cent to 90 
per cent of the laymen are against it, 
and it is this man, an the many hun- 
dreds of others like him, whom Bishop 
Mouzon refers to as a “subservient 
ministry.” I rise in defense of then. 


This preacher to whom I refer be- 
lieves in the general idea of unifi- 
eation. He never dreamed of the over- 
whelming objection to this plan by the 
laymen. It never occurred to him 
that he, and the leaders for this uni- 
fieation, would bring on such a fight. 
Had he thought for a moment that 
those favoring the adoption of the 
plan would do such injury to his 
church, he would have been opposed to 
such a fight. 

He does not hold the high and pow- 
erful estate of a bishop. He has not 
reached that position from which he 
looks down upon those who occupy 
a yet more humble station. © He 
obeys the orders of his superiors will- 
ingly and without complaint. He has 
sublime courage. Nothing could in- 
duce him to sacrifice his conviction 
upon a question of principle, no, hot 
even his bishop. But on this ques- 
tion of expediency or of policy he 
will sacrifice his opinion because of 
his love for his ‘church, because he 
knows that the leaders in the fight 
for unification have already done his 
church incalculable harm, that the 
continuance of this fight is more hurt- 
ful daily, and because he knows that 
if unification by any remote chance 
should be adopted his ehurch will be 
torn asunder. He has the common 
sense and ‘judgment to be willing to 
allow these laymen who build and sup- 
port the churches to have their desire 
on this question of expediency, not a 
question of principle. Subservient 
to the laymen? Why, this man is 
subservient to nothing on earth ex- 
cept his superior officers in the church, 
and the will of —lmighty God. He 
has sense enough to tuew that it is 
not the will of God that this plan be 
adopted, and that this is not a ques- 
tion about which any supeior officer 
could or should control him, 

If Bishop Mouzon could have the 
privilege of associating with this man 
for awhile and learn to know his god- 
ly qualities, his unswerving determina- 
tion to do his duty, his unflinching 
courage in all matters, his untsual 
common sense and judgment, his char- 
ity of thought and word even toward 
those with whom he differs, I believe 
it would benefit the bishop, as it 
would any man, be he bishop or lay- 
man; and the able bishop would then 
apologize to him for his serious reflec- 
tion upon him, and the hundreds of 
others like him.

Hubbard achieved his record-break- 
ing leap on his very last jump as he 
had reached the end of his trials and 
with failure meaning the end of his 
intercollegiate career and his ambi- 
tions ruined to establish a world rec- 
ord before leaving the university. 


Form Is Perfect. 


Pulling off his sweater, the 21-year- 
old negro flash swiftly got away to a 
perfect start, cleared the takeoff with 
perfect form and sent his body hur- 
tling thropgh space kicking his legs in 
scissors fashion just before his feet 
hit the earth.

Richards Forced Out. 


Richards won the 10-mile southern 
championship in 9 minutes and 6 sec- 
onds, but he was knocked out of his 
chance for the 15-mile national title 
when he broke his drive chain on the 
seventh Iap and Davis won easily. 
Davis’ time for the 15-mile distance 
was 13 minutes and 58 secnods. ‘The 
mark stands as a world record for the 
61 cubic inch machine at 15 miles 
on a one-mile dirt oval. 

Jack Hanie, a veteran of many 
races on the Lakewood track, finished 
second in the 15-mile*national cham- 
pionship event. His machine went 
on the bum at the end of the fifth 
lap but by quick work on the part 
of his mechanics he replaced a foul 
plug and rode in for second money.

Pass some of the blame where it be- 
longs—into the hands of those respon- 
sible for a ball so live that it fre- 
quently shoots by an infielder at a 
pace so terrific as to leave him flat- 
footed. How many balls do you sup- 
pose would be deposited in the left- 
field bleachers or knocked over them 
in a season if the ball in use in 1915 
was still in use? You certainly are 
right—few is the correct answe1. 


The elimination of Branch 
Rickey from active management 
of the Cardinals and maybe from 
any voice in control of the busi- 
ness affairs of the club was a long 
time coming, but it has been pre- 
dicted for a long time.

ATLANTA’S GROWTH. 

Atlanta is gaining steadily in net 
permanent population at a most sat- 
isfactory rate. 

The evidences of this are the 
monthly increases: shown in tele- 
phone, water, electric, gas and all 
other public utility services. 

All expert surveyors of munici- 
growths along differentiated 
lines, including permanent popula- 
tion, use utility services as uneérring 


guides. 

In addition to these, however— 
though demonstrating Atlanta’s con- 
tinuous and unbroken’ growth 
month by month with the practical 
precision of a nose census—the 
postmaster of Atlanta is authority 
f6r the statement that the,month of 
May, 1925, while showing a de- 
crease in. postal receipts in nearly 
all the larger cities of the country, 
showed a substantial increase in At- 
lanta. 

“Most of the southeastern cities 
are reported to have lost, within 
the past few months, large numbers 
of residents who had responded to 


‘But this is not true of Atlanta. 


‘Many Atlanta citizens have inter- 
ests in Florida. Some have moved 
there temporarily—a few, perhaps, 
permanently; but any such move- 
ment has been so negligible as com- 
pared to Atlanta’s normal monthly 
increase.in permanent population, 
that the public services do not 
show any falling off in the estab- 
lished normal monthly increases. 

: On the other hand the more than 
normal increases show that the re- 
cent movement to the southeast, 
from the east and central states, has 
permanently planted more than the 
heretofore normal numbers of new 
people in Atlanta.

“BACK TO THE SOIL.” 

The annual. report of the state 
department of agriculture is op- 
timistic enough to start a genuiné 
“back to the soil” movement in 
Georgia. And certainly no move- 
ment could be more gainful, if 
properly made, nor do gteater serv- 
ice to the material interests of ll 
the people. 

In a summary of the commission- 
er of agriculture’s report to the 
governor and the legislature, pulb- 
lished recently in The Constitution, 
it was shown that the state’s agri- 
cultural production in 1974 totalled 
nearly $27,000,000 more than m 
1923—or $263,085,896 last year, 
as compared to $236,177,790 in 
1923. The increased production 
of cotton, due to an excellent grow- 
ing year and to a more advanced 
handling of the weevil situation, was 
largely respomsible. This in turn 
accentuated the greater attention 
paid to intensivefiess in cultivation 
and..to the enlarged acreage in food 
and feed crops. 

Speaking of better methods in 
farming and of the potential in- 
fluence of education, Commissioner 
Brown says: 

“Among vicissitudes of the season 
we recognize another important fac- 
tor, namely the effectiveness of bet- 
ter methods being used by Georgia 
farmers. ‘The state college of agricul- 
ture, through its extension service 
and trained students whom it is re- 
turning to the farm, as well as the 
thoughtful man behind the plow, have 
all contributed te this upward move- 
ment. The state department, of agri- 
culture commends every agency, 
whether by an institution or by in- 
dividuals, that is cooperating in bring- 
ing about this renaissance of Geor- 
gia’s agriculture.” 


It is notable, as shown-by the 
1924 report, that there was an in- 
crease of 200 per cent in tobacc) 
production 2nd in 1925 the produc 
tion is expected to double that of 
1924. 

Cotton production in 1924 was 
1,000,000 bales, with a value of 
$112,000,000, while in 1923 the 
production was 588,236 bales witn 
a value of $94,117,760. The fig-

LESSON FOR GEORGIANS. 
Not long ago a home seeker from 
the central west, en route in an 
automobile to a sister southern 
state -“to investigate,” had motor 
trouble at Madison and stopped 
over unwittingly many more’ hours 
than he had anticipated, in ‘order to 
get the repairs made. 


He was a member of the Elks, and 
naturally drifted to his lodge, and 
inquired for brother ‘Bills’ while 
marking time: Some of the Madi- 
son Elks, with their unerring hos- 
pitality, drove their brother around 
the beautiful Morgan county. They 
made no effort to divert him from 
his original objective, nor to sell 
him any lands.

He remained several 
days in the sister state, and then 
one day he unexpectedly drove into 
Medison. again. . He checked his car 
in at a garage and began to look 
around with a new interest. He 
bought one of the finest ready-to- 
go farms in that county, and with 
means sufficient to establish himself 
properly, has already become one of 
Georgia’s most forceful boosters. He 
has written to friends and. neigh- 
bors in Indiana and expects others 
to join him. 

There is a lesson in this, and it 
is unnecessary to dwell upon it with 
any Georgian who sincerely loves 
the state and has faith and confi- 
dence in her opportunities. 


HARVESTING CLOVER SEED. 
R. L. Hardy, of Senoia—a promi- 
nent farmer and banker—has solved 
one of the most difficult problems 
that have heretofore confronted 
the growers of crimson clover— 
the saving oi the seed. With a 
spirit of unselfish service he passes 
the process along, refusing to~pat- 
ent it, or otherwise profit by it e«- 
cept in its use on his own farm, and 
the personal satisfaction that is 
naturally derived from being useful 
to others in a,£onstructive way. 


Cotton seed production in 19241 Coweta county has tor many 


years taken the lead in growing 
crimson clover in Georgia. Under 
the capable leadership of B. M. 
Drake, the former county agent, the 
acreage was steadily built up until 
in 1923 there was planted a total 
of 1,200 acres by 131 farmers. 

The severe cold of that winter 
killed a great deal of che clover and 
discouraged some of those who hid 
planted it tor the first time. Others 
who had grown one or more crops 
and had seen the great benefit to 
the land and the profit in the seed 
crop planted again. : 

In the fall of 1924 Mr. Hardy 
planted over 200 acres in crimson 
clover. The spring was too dry 
and as a result the clover was short. 
He had nearly a perfect stand, how- 
ever, and the 200 atres of crimson 
blossoms waving in the wind pre- 
sented a beautiful picture that at- 
tracted visitors from many sections 
of Georgia. 

Efficiently harvesting the seed 
has always been a problem. Various 
types of strippers have been de- 
vised for stripping. off the heads 
and at least two mackines using 
suction for getting the seed have 
teen commercially built. The ma- 
lority of farmers found these ma- 
chines objectionable and saved the 
seed by cutting the clover with a 
mower. and thrashing out the seed 
with a grain threshing machine, 
This practice has many serious ob- 
jections. in the first place it re- 
quires entirely too much labor dur- 
ing one of the busiesi seasons of 
the year. In the second place the 
clover must be cut a little green, 
which results in a_ considerabte 
amount of immature seed..

About ten acres canbe 
harvested in a'’day on smooth land, 
This allows for stops nécessary t> 
remove the seed. :

I had the interesting experience the 
other day, and to me a unique privi- 
lege, of speaking to an ussociation 
composed of those who are physically 
blind. One who introduced me, speak- 
ing of the purposes of the associa- 
tidn said, “We seek to arouse in the 
hearts of our members a desire to 
contribute more to the world than 
we receive from the world.” Before 
I could think of the significance of 
words, I was saying to myself, 
“What a vision of life.” The blind 
are not supposed to have vision, but 
who are the blind? 

It is always an interesting experi- 
ence when a photograph of one of 
the family comes home. It always 
means a friendly family quarrel. The 
debate ranges round the question, is 
it a likeness? No two members of 
the family ever agree. Here is just 
one picture, but evidently each per- 
son who looks at it is gomparing it 
with a mental picture of the ioved 
one which he carries in his own 
mind. ‘That reveals the interesting 
truth that the face of the loved one 
makes a different mental impression 
upon each one of the family. 


Viewpoints. 


There is another ‘interesting expe- 
rience which is well nigh universal. 
Two ‘people take-a walk or a journey 
together, passing through the same 
scenes in companionable interest. On 
their return the wide difference in 
their testimony as to what they saw 
and did not see tempts one to doubt 
their veracity.

At no time in the history of Geor- 
gia’s development “has the livestock 
interest n of greater importance 
than at’ present,” declares State Vet- 
erinarian Veter F. Bahnsen, in 
annual report. contained in the re- 
port of Commissioner J. J. Brown, of 
the state department of agriculture, 
for the year 1924. issued this week. 

The activities of the state veter- 
inarian is one of the divisions which 
comes under the supervision and di- 
rection of the agriculture department. 

The state veterinarian: also calls 
attention to the fact that “at 110 time 
has the industry ealled for a more 
eareful andit of our livestock re- 

and 


“The next few years, 7 according to’ 
Dr. Bahnsen, “will either establish 
Georgia as one of the leading dairy 
and livestock produving states o> we 
must succumb to fhe keen compcti- 
tion of more progressiv: producers in 
other states,” 

Asking the question: “Ts there a 
market for Georgia products?” Dr. 
Bahnsen points out that as far as 
such staple products as meat, milk, 
butter, corn, meal, 
are concerned, “in practice we have 
spent during the last few years about 
$60,000,000 annually for these life 
necessities with strangers In other 
states, Present indications are that 
for the year 1925 our bills for the 
farm products mentioned will be 
greater than for any previous year.’ 

In July, 1924, according to the re- 
port, Georgia purehas.! from north- 
ern and western packing houses, 
, 850,000 
meat, and during the entire year this 
ene item amounted to 52,700,571 
pounds. The state veterinarian calls 
attention to the fact that those peo- 
ple residing in the cities do not con- 
sume a. heavy supply of side meats, 
but eat more fresh beef, ham, break- 
fast bacon, sea food than do those 
living in the country. 

“Seventy-five per cent or more of 
all dry salt side meat aimported into 
Georgia is consumed by farmers and 
farm labor,” says the report.

For ex- 
ample, epilepsy and migraine and hy- 
steria are neuroses, ‘The term neuras- 
thenia signifies lack of nerve 
strength or neryous ¢: (ee ae 
there is no strength or energy pro- 
duced or expended by the nervous 
system there can be no exhaustion of 
nerve energy and the notion of “nervy- 
ous strain” is therefore an error. 

Now it is not m in xtion 1 -sug- 
gest that people who are afflicted 
with any of these concepts are dis- 
honest or in any way censurable. An 
individual with a mere in” riority 
complex or an anxiety net..osis .s as 
certainly ill as one with epilepsy .r 
melancholia or dementia. At the same 
time 1 do wish to increase the circu- 
lation of the ide. that a great many 
ef the human frailties laid to “nerv- 
ous strain, nervousness. or nervous 
breakdown” are in reality just lies, 
false labels used to conceal the un- 
pleasant truth. Worry is defined by 
Webster as “undue solicitude.” It is 
rather a characteristic of a diseased 
mind than a cause of any nervour or 
mental disease, 

An anxious mother inquires wheth- 
er her daughter is wise to marry a 
young man whose father is confined 
in an asylum with some mental dis- 


, Case “brought on by worry over hay- 


ing been the accidental cause of a 
death in his early life.” 

Now, if a normal person is acci- 
dentally respousible for a death he 
regrets it, of course, but .be doesn't 
worry about it. When he begins to 
worry about it, that should be 
cribed to mental disturbance. 

When the business or professional 
man begins to worry or feel undue 
solicitude about his business or pro- 
fessional responsibilities or cares or 
troubles or collections or debts, then 
it is high time for the poor fellow 
to be placed under proper: medical 
care, either at home or in a hospital 
for mental cases. His worry wont 
lead to insanity; his insanity is re- 
sponsible for the worry. 

This is one of the most difficult 
lessons for us all to learn. It. seems 
to human: nature for the family 
and friends of the unfortunate victim 
of some developing mental disease to 
ignore or refuse to recognize the sig- 
nificance of the worry; they will even 
zo so far as to withlLold the whole 
truth from the. doctor and resort to 
deliberate deception in the endeavor 
to mislead his about the patient’s 
behavior and conduct. and this well-" 
meant deception is in the end the 
worst injury they could do the un- 
fortunate patient. 

No doubt the popular unfamilianty 
with the conditions in hospitals tor 
the insane has something to do with 
this strange aerrye People still 
imagine such hospitals are horriole 
places, “mad houses,” “asylums.” The 
superintendents and managers. ot 
such hospitals ought to encourage vis- 
iting by the public generally. for sur- 
prising though it may seem to the un- 
eophisticated, the visitor to a mental 
attractive features and an  atmo- 
sphere as cheerful -*.1 wholesome as 
one finds in the average home.

given, we need not fear that we will 


fail to get our full share.”

“Tt is also well known that paroled 
prisoners do best when put in proper 
environment. A psychiatrist could be 
a very great help in the proper place- 
ment of these prisoners while on 
parole. This phase of the work is of 
such importance that we must not fail 
to accomplish its completion this 
summer.

Stanton and even in thosé days the 
whimsical genius which was later to 
make him world famous; the homely 
philosophy which was to add so much 
to the daily happiness of tens of 
tl ousands, through the day-by-day 
columns of The Constitution, was 
evident in every line of his writing, 
in every thought’ expressed in the 
‘Smithville News.” 

Copies of that old publication, 
treasured by lovers of poetry and ad- 
mirers of the genius of Frank Stan- 
ton, are rare today. It is doubtful 
if half a dozen could be found in ex- 
istence. What few there are ought 
to be preserved for future generations 
to wonder at dnd chuckle Over. For 
they are Classic in their place. 

Tom Johnson, who works in the 
office of the state department of agri- 
has one of these rare and 
valuable copies, Last week he took 
it carefully out of its restifg place in 
the safé and, once again, some of us 
reveled in the delight of its columns. 

There is, for instance, an adver- 
tisement.

The druggist,’ incidentally, 
was the father of Tom Johnson, the 
firm name being ‘‘J. F. Johnson and 
Bros.”’ The testimonial was written 
by Frank Stanton and signed by him.

Venice into 
Ss 2motor boats lovers of that 
beautiful city all over the world were 
very much disturbed. It seemed that 
Venice would cease to be Venice if it 
lost the picturesque boats that glide 
so \gracefully and silently down the 
~ canals. 

Everybody was shocked at the 
prospect of such a catastrophe, but 
nobody did anything to prevent it un- 
til a little Néw York school girl, Maria 
Pia Cafagna, took the matter in her 
own hands. 

Maria loves her Venice, and she 
could not bear to think of its losing

Maria was very much elated by 
the response her appeal brought 
from the great premier of Italy. 


“My mother and father came to 
America many years ago from 
Venice,”’ she said, ‘and ever since 
1 can remember they have talked 

When 
1 visited Venice myself | understood 
why they felt that way, but there 
wouldn't be any beauty left in Venice 
if you had to rush around in noisy, 
smelly old motor launches.”
